Applicant responds to the Office Action of October 19, 2004. Claims 1 - 13 are pending. No 
amendments or changes to the claims or specification have been made. 

Examiner Passaniti rejects Claims 1-13 under the doctrine of obviousness - type double patenting as 
being unpatentable over Claims 1 - 6 of U.S. Patent No. 6,739,984. The Examiner argues that the claims 
in question are not patentably distinct from each other because the claimed device of the patent is defined 
more specifically than the instant claimed invention and, therefore, the patent includes all of the 
limitations of the instant invention. 

Enclosed please find a copy of the filing of a Terminal Disclaimer to Obviate a Double Patenting 
Rejection Over a "Prior" Patent, as well as a copy of Statement Under 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Based on this filing, applicant believes that the double patenting objection is no longer appropriate. 

Since no prior art made of record has been relied upon by the Examiner in connection with any other 
rejection of the claims (the Examiner cites to Stites but clearly indicates that he is not relying upon this 
reference which is not relevant to the pending claims), allowance of pending Claims 1 - 13 is respectfiilly 
requested.
